THE  Committee  ot'  the  ltoyal  School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind 
haw  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Report  and  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  fifteen  months  ending  31st  March,  1923, 
the  lengthened  period  being  due  to  a change  in  the  financial  year 
from  31st  December  to  31st  March, 

Committee. — The  Committee  has  lost,  by  death,  two  of  its 
members,  Mr.  H.  H.  Wills,  one  of  the  vice-presidents  and  a 
most  generous  benefactor  to  the  Institution,  and  Miss  Grace, 
who  for  a very  long  period  had  taken  great  interest  in  its  work. 

One  of  the  new  features  in  this  year's  work  has  been  that  of 
accepting  responsibility  for  the  care  of  blind  people  in  their  own 
homes.  These  people  have  hitherto  received  assistance  from 
the  Guardians.  Now  and  in  future  this  assistance  comes  from 
the  City  Council  through  the  agency  of  the  Committee  of  this 
Institution  in  accordance  with  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920. 
Altogether  there  are  approximately  600  blind  persons  for  whom 
the  Committee  is  responsible. 

With  the  exception  of  assistance  at  present  afforded  to  18 
Blinded  Soldiers  and  the  Gordon  Load  Home  for  12  Blind 
Women,  there  is  no  other  work  for  the  Blind  being  carried  on  in 
this  area,  and  the  Committee  and  staff  realise  the  importance  of 
the  responsibility  which  has  devolved  upon  them.  Acting  as  the 
agency  for  the  Blind  Persons  Act  Committee  of  the  City  Council, 
they  are  endeavouring  to  so  train  and  treat  Blind  people  as  to 
keep  them  out  of  the  Poor  Law  Institutions  in  the  future,  and 
to  entirely  remove  the  necessity  of  begging  in  the  streets.  In 
this  connection  the  educational  part  of  the  work  is  of  great 
importance. 

Particularly  they  are  anxious  that  all  the  work  undertaken 
shall  be  of  such  a character  that  every  blind  person  may  feel 
that  they  have  personal  sympathy  and  support  in  their  endeavour 
to  contend  with  their  difficulties  and  trials  and  the  deprivations 
of  many  possibilities  which  the  loss  of  sight  involves. 

Finance. — The  accounts  printed  with  this  report  cover  a period 
of  fifteen  months  to  the  end  of  March  last.  The  alteration  from 
the  end  of  each  calendar  year  was  necessary  in  order  that  our 
accounts  might  cover  the  same  period  as  Government  and  Local 
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Authority  departments  giving  grants,  and  this  has  led  to  the 
Annual  Meeting  being  held  somewhat  later  than  usual.  It  will 
be  seen  that  in  most  departments  the  cost  has  fallen.  Legacies 
have  most  usefully  augmented  the  income  from  subscriptions  and 
donations  for  the  various  funds,  and  the  Committee  are  heartily 
thankful  for  the  support  thus  accorded  them.  Economy  has 
been  rigidly  adhered  to  without  imposing  hardship  on  blind  in- 
dividuals or  impairing  the  services  on  their  behalf. 

Improvements  at  Westbury.- — The  property  has  been  consider- 
ably improved  in  connection  with  the  widening  of  the  road  by 
the  Corporation  of  Bristol.  The  boundary  w'all  has  been  rebuilt, 
new  outbuildings  have  been  set  up,  and  a cottage  for  the 
gardener,  together  with  a sales-room,  has  been  built. 

The  School. — The  elementary  and  continuation  classes  con- 
tinue to  do  good  work.  The  recent  suggestion  of  the  Board  of 
Education  as  to  some  increase  in  the  size  of  the  classes  is  viewed 
with  some  apprehension,  it  being  felt  that  the  classes,  especially 
those  for  younger  children,  are  already  large  enough. 

The  following  report  has  been  recently  received  from  the 
Medical  Branch  of  the  Board: — 

I am  directed  to  state  that  the  Board  have  had  under 
consideration  a report  by  Dr.  Lilian  Wilson,  one  of  their 
Medical  Officers,  on  her  recent  visit  of  inspection. 

They  note  with  appreciation  that  the  medical  records 
have  been  improved  and  that  the  Institution  bears  evidence 
of  the  careful  organisation  of  the  Superintendent  both  as 
regards  educational  work  and  the  variety  of  outside  interests 
provided  for  the  children. 

The  Board  are  also  glad  to  leam  that  it  has  been 
found  possible  to  provide  a flat  knitting  machine  for  the 
technical  training  of  the  elder  girls. 

“ Dr.  Wilson  also  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
musical  facilities  of  the  Institution  have  been  increased 
owing  to  the  improvement  to  the  organ  effected  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  Wills.

— All  branches  of  the  Technical  Work 
have  been  fuUy  employed,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  S 
repoit  that  the  goods  produced  have  found  a ready  market. 

Instrumental  Music— In  the  practical  music  examinations  the 
School  has  again  been  very  successful.  In  piano  and  organ  pla^ 
wPl  lCaty  pupluwere  presented,  and  all  gained  certificates  it

Tuning  and  Repairing— Instruction  in  piano  tuning  and  re- 
pairmg  continues  to  be  developed.  Certificates  issufd  on  an 
examination  by  an  independent  expert  were  awarded  to  three  of 
our  pupils  during  last  year. 


Singing.  The  Singing  Classes  continue  to  be  very  popular 
am  the  usual  concerts  and  operettas  have  been  very  successful! 
A large  proportion  of  the  pupils  sing  from  the  Braille  Musical 
• core,  and  are  thus  able  to  learn  their  parts  in  a similar  manner 
to  those  who  sing  and  play  from  the  ordinary  Musical  Score. 


1 hysical  Training  and  Recreation. — Two  classes  of  <drls 
gamed  Certificates  of  Merit  at  the  recent  Bristol  Eisteddfod"  for 
country  dancing,  which  certificates  were  forwarded,  bv  request 
for  exhibition  at.  the  Imperial  Education  Conference  m London! 
lliis  is  the  second  occasion  on  which  such  certificates  have  been 
gained. 

Ihc  usual  out-of-door  and  indoor  games  have  been  carried  on 
e sh°uld  hke  again  to  emphasise  the  need  of  a swimming  bath! 

I h rough  the  kindness  of  many  friends,  weekly  lectures  and  con- 
certs have  again  been  held,  and  several  wireless  demonstrations 
have  been  given.  It  is  hoped  that  a “ Listening-in  ” set  nun- 
soon  be  installed. 


Health— In  the  spring  of  1022  there  was  a serious  epidemic 
of  scarlet  fever,  since  which  time  the  health  has  been  satis- 
factory. The  whole  building  has  been  thoroughly  disinfected, 
cleaned  and  painted. 
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Kv  i>„PiLs  -Encouraging  reports  have  been  received  from  our 
exSrupiE  who  are  working  in  their  own  homes,  and  who  receive 
much  assistance  from  the  Home  Workers  Supervisor. 

WoRKS.iors.-The  numbers  of  adult  blind  obtaining  employ- 
ment or  "mining  at  the  workshops  have  been  maintained  for 
several  rears,  and  the  Committee  have  been  able  to  give  eon 
etant  occupation  at  fixed  rates,  without  deduction  for  holidays 

or  sickness.  .. 

The  sale  of  goods  is  a constant  anxiety  to  the  Committee  and 
the  public  can  most  materially  assist  by  making  then-  purchases 
at  the  shop  in  Museum  Avenue,  just  off  the  bottom  ol  Park 
Street.  Hoods  suitable  for  personal  use,  for  the  home,  or  the 
business  are  on  sale  at  ordinary  prices. 

The  ladies  of  the  Committee  and  their  friends  are  organising  a 
Sale  of  Work  done  by  the  blind  early  in  October,  when  it  is  hoped 
that  special  support  will  be  given  as  well  as  the  ordinary  every- 
day purchases  so  necessary  to  keep  employed  nearly  100  persons 
of  both  sexes  in  various  trades. 

Our  travelling  saleswoman  has  been  very  successful  during  the 
past  vear,  but  more  opportunities  are  needed  for  visits  to  other 
towns  under  the  supervision  of  local  honorary  organisers.  The 
loan  of  a shop  at  Whiteladies  Gate  last  autumn  was  most  useful, 
and  other  similar  facilities  will  be  much  appreciated. 


Home  Teaching  and  Visiting. — The  care  of  the  blind  outside 
the  Institution  has  for  many  years  been  a growing  department 
of  useful  work.  The  experienced  and  trained  teachers  have  many 
and  varied  duties,  and  with  the  Almoner  the  needs  of  the  blind 
can  be  estimated  and  necessary  provision  made.  The  City 
Council  Committee  have  entrusted  the  Committee  with  the  dis- 
tribution of  assistance  to  needy  cases  instead  of  referring  them  to 
the  Guardians.  The  moderate  scale  of  relief  thus  afforded  has 
been  much  appreciated.  An  effort  to  prevent  street  begging  has 
met  with  some  success.  The  teachers  instruct  and  assist  in  home 
occupations,  and  at  a recent  examination  of  the  College^  of 
Teachers  for  the  Blind  in  London  two  of  our  teachers  obtained 
certificates. 


Holidays. — The  Committee  would  like  to  thank  several  ladies 
who  have  afforded  holiday  facilities  for  a number  of  blind  in 
Bristol,  and  in  particular  to  acknowledge  the  generosity  of  Mrs. 
Sowell,  who  at  her  own  expense  has  provided  a holiday  home  at 
the  seaside. 


Home  Workers. — The  employment  and  care  of  ex-pupils  of  our 
and  other  schools  in  Bristol  and  neighbouring  counties  has  con- 
tinued, and  with  the  allied  work  of  the  Home  Teaching  depart- 
ment is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  useful  of  our  branches,  although 
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ovidont.  perhaps,  than  the  schools  or  workshops.  Over  50 
>iind  workers  scattered  over  a large  area,  with  a radius  of  about 
-l  miles  ot  Bristol,  receive  definite  assistance  by  wav  of  tools, 
equipment,  materials,  supervision  and  finishing  of  work,  all  nv- 
.inees,  and  grants,  to  encourage  and  supplement  their  personal 
efforts.  After  a recent  visit  to  the  home  workers  with  our  super- 
t.1*™  ' ^ ~ ^ Inspector  wrote  to  the  General  Manager  as  follows: 

The  results  of  my  visit  last  week  reflect  the  greatest  credit  on 
your  Institution.” 

Hostel.— The  Hostel  for  Blind  Women  at  Woodland  Road, 
which  gives  all  the  comforts  of  home  life,  is  occupied  by  twenty- 
two  of  the  w omen  who  come  daily  to  work  at  the  workshops  in 
Park  Street. 

It  is  gratifying  to  realise  that  the  blind  in  Bristol  have  in  their 
school  at  Wesfcbury,  their  workshops  in  Park  Street,  and  the 
hostel,  an  equipment  which  renders  it  possible  to  bring  the  wel- 
fare work  amongst  them  both  inside  and  out  to  a state  of  excep- 
tional efficiency.  The  Committee  recognise  that  the  officers  and 
staff  have  show-n  a progressive  spirit  in  the  promotion  of  this 
welfare  which  is  most  commendable.
